REPORT OF THE 
BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


The School Board would respectfully submit the 
following report for the year 1898. 

The Schools throughoutthe District have, on the whole, 
been successful, though some of the teachers have not 
been quite up to the standard in discipline, though their 
education seems to be sufficient. 

Truancy has been the great drawback during the year 
just closed, which, in a great measure, seemsto be owing 
to a lack of sympathy and co-operation on the part of the 
parents and guardians having charge ofthe delinquents. 
deite work ot the teacher is hard, and’ often full of- dis: 
couragement under the most favorable circumstances. 
How much harder and disheartening if parents allow - 
themselves to be swayed by prejudice and petty com- 
plaints which soon destroys the authority and influence 
of the teacher and is of great and permanent injury to all. 
Let us hope that parents and others will bear this in mind, 
and give the faithful teacher that hearty and friendly aid 
and support which is their due.
